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ENTAILS AN APPALLING LOSS 

DEPLORABLE RESULTS OF ANTI-RACING LEG- 
ISLATION IN NEW YORK STATE. 



Algernon Daingcrfield Summarizes the Groat Financial 
Loss That America Has Already Sustained and 
Points Out Other Regrettable Effects. 



Th<* New York World has been publishing a series 
of interviews with prominent esistern racing men on 
the great loss which America is sustaining because 
of the enactment of laws in New York state that 
prevent the racing of thoroughbreds. A day or two 
ago it published the following: 

“That the lovers of the American thoroughbred 
horse, gradually being barred by public opinion and 
adverse legislation from the race tracks of this 
country through the ban ou betting, sec a worse fate 
for the noble creature than the mere discouragement 
of racing is apparent to anyone who sits down to 
talk over the situation with any old-time horseman. 
That America is losing millions of dollars in blue- 
liloodod horses now being exported is not the worst 
feature in their minds; that the loss is equally great 
through the abolishing of big brooding stables and 
the (consequent flood of money they have put in cir- 
culation is uot the paramount issue, either; that it 
takes away front our millionaire owners one of their 
fads that distinguished them as a class does uot 
entirely appeal to them. 

•‘But that the American horse at large is doomed 
to lteeomo a degenerate, cold-blooded creature of toil 
and utility without the constant uplift of thorough- 
bred infusion most concerns them. 

“Charley Reed, formerly owner of the celebrated 
Fairview Stud of Tennessee and of many high-class 
race horses, and who made the first aud only bid of 
$100,000 for the imported stallion St. Blaise when 
he was put tip at auction after the death of August 
Belmont. Sr., and with that one bid obtained the 
famous English Derby winner and sin* for his Fair- 
view Stud, voiced the general idea of American horse 
breeders in a talk at Montreal the other day. But 
lie did not emphasize the particular dread of far- 
sighted breeders who arc looking to the future of the 
horse in general in this country. 

“ ‘That something like a death blow has been 
struck at the high-spirited thoroughbred horse in 
America cannot be doubted when we look at the 
facts,’ said Algernon Daingcrfield. assistant secre- 
tary of file Jockey Club and a well-known lover of 
horses. ‘The great pecuniary loss to America is 
not the only one to in* considered. Neither is the 
sentimental one. But the danger to the future 
character of the American horse is a serious menace. 
The number of thoroughbred horses bred in this 
country lias decreased from an average of 4.7«H> a 
few years ago to a hare thousand and less this year. 
This last figure will Ik? still further decreased in 
another year, and each and every year fewer and 
fewer fine horses will appear. 

“ ‘The newspapers are constantly receiving letters 
asking why there can’t lie racing for the fun of it 
without bookmaking. There could if the public 
would patronize the races sufficiently to make it 
worth while, but it won’t. There could if there was 
some way of fixing the standard of a thoroughbred 
horse other than the supreme standard of the race 
track. But there isn’t. Wealthy owners are not 
going to breed fine horses with no opportunity of 
distinguishing between the horse that has speed 
and the horse that lias not. In all the centuries 
that the thoroughbred has been supreme in the horse 
world the race track has been the final test of a 
horse’s worth, and there is no other test possible. 

“ ‘With possibly one exception there lias never 
tieen a sire who liegot offspring worth $.">00 that 
was not himself a racer. Without bookmaking or 
some equivalent the public will not attend suffici- 
ently to make the receipts great enough to pay 
g«*>d purses. Breeders will not breed horses for 

$100 purses. Without betting our breed of American 
horses, upkept by the constant infusion of thor- 
oughbred stock, will degenerate into a race of pigs. 

“ ‘Thoroughbred horses, tracing their ancestry 
back to the stallions of Arabia, improve all breeds 
of horses. James B. Ilaggin, for instance, has just 
imported six Shire stallions from Belgium and other 
foreign countries. They weigh 1,800 pounds or more, 
and he will breed them t«> thoroughbred mares 
weighing 1,000 pounds. In this way lie expects to 
gel horses nimble enough to take the. places of the 
mules of Kentucky, which do wonderful work in the 
mud and uneven farms of that state. 

“ The jockey flub started in 1907 a breeding bu- 
reau for the good of the country. We 'placed sixty- 
seven thoroughbred stallions in New York state with 
tin* farmers, the elnb sending them in charge of com 
potent attendants, paying all the bills and keep, and 
the farmer getting sill stud fees. If this bureau had 
been established by the state or national government 
the cost would have been enormous. But the club 
donated the horses. Experiments in other countries, 
carried on for years, convinced the club that t lie 
infusion of thoroughbred stock was absolutely neces- 
sary for tin* improvement of all breeds of horses. 
The bureau has not 1 h»ch discontinued, though much 
curtailed, and with the entire cessation of racing 
will cease to be. After the Jockey Club had made 
all the researches into the scheme, similar organiza- 
tions were started in twelve other states and in 
Canada. In all other states except Maryland and 
Kentucky they were abandoned, due to the cessation 
of racing, and now the breeding bureau of the Jockey 
Club of Maryland and the National Breeding Bureau 
of Canada find it almost impossible to find stallions 
that they arc willing to place in service. 

“ ‘The loss to America from the exporting of 
leases and the departing to other shores of big 
stables and wealthy horsemen is another side of the 
question that is appalling. Just to mention a few 
is startling. 

“ ‘William Astor Chanler has sent his entire breed- 
ing stud from his Virginia racing stables abroad. 
F. C. and Ogden Bishop, who raced in this country 
ns the Newcastle Stable, sold their entire stud at 
auction in France. II. T. Oxnard sells his yearlings 
and the produce <>f his Blue Ridge Breeding Farm 
of Virginia abroad. Paul .T. Rainey, the Pittsburg 
millionaire, entirely forsook the American turf ami 
shipped hi* horses t<> Prance. 

“ ‘James B. Haggin. one of the oldest and largest 
breeders in the country, is an example of the move- 
ment, having exported and disposed of fully 400 
broodmares aud twenty-five stallions in many coun- 
tries. including South American republics. 

. “ ‘To tell the truth, the amount of the loss as 

i figured in the papers has l>eon underestimated. I 
think that the next man to Haggin whose establish- 
ment has been reduced the most is James R. Keene, 
lie having shipped 150 stallions and two-year-olds to 
the Argentine and his entire crop of two-year-olds 

tad raring stable of 1911 to England. H. B. Dnryea 
has entirely deserted America as a racing country 
with a large racing stable and stud. 

“ ‘Harry Payne Whitney, with his entire racing 
stable. American trainer and all stable help, has 
gone to England. Mr. Whitney has this year pur 
chased the entire crop of yearlings from the Castle- 
ton Stud. .Tames R. Krone’s great Kentucky breeding 
place. And all these I torsos and all the remainder 
of his own stable will be shipped to England within 
the next thirty days. The magnitude of Mr. Whit 
ney’s English racing venture may lx- imagined from 
his having more than twenty nominations in the 
English Oaks and Derby.

Thomas Aheam, W. H. McAuliffe, James, K. Pais 
ley, George Edd Stacey and All>ert Rohr back com- 
prise the directorate of the Ottawa Jockey Club, 
which is the official title of Ottawa’s new racing 
organization. 

A glance at the list of the foregoing names, which 
includes several members of parliament, is sufficient: 
guarantee that the Ottawa track will be conducted 
on a high-class, clean-cut plane. With such splendid 
backing this club should win for itself a high place 
in Canadian turf affairs. 

Albert Kohrback. of Buffalo, has been chosen 
manager of the new organization. An up-to-date 
mile track, with all modern improvements, will bo 
built between now and spring within five miles of 
the center of Ottawa. It will lx* reached in twenty 
minutes’ ride by trolley or steam ears and will bo 
situated opposite the new Chateau Laurier, Ottawa’s 
$2,000,000 hotel, on the Ottawa river. 

Ottawa’s new track will b<* opened under auspici- 
ous conditions. The Ihiko of Connaught, the lato 
King Edward’s brother, is the incoming governor- 
general of Canada. The opening of the track will 
he dedicated to his grace. It might be added that 
It is the intention of the Ottawa Jockey Club to 
invite li is grace to serve as honorary president of 
the club. 

The Ottawa Jockey Club will affiliate with the 
Canadian Racing Associations, the governing turf 
body of the Dominion. While it cannot l>e definitely 
stated at this time, the management hopes to open 
its first meeting. on<* of seven days’ duration, be- 
tween June 1 and 15, 1912. The Ottawa Jockey 
Club dates, of course, will lx* governed by the official 
allotment of dates on the Canadian circuit next 
season. 

The track w’ill be perfection, so far as appoint- 
ments are concerned. A spacious grandstand, some- 
what after the style of that at Fort Erie, which 
is acknowledged to be one of the best on the Cana- 
dian circuit, will Ik* erected. A clubhouse will bo 
built and the members of the exclusive society iti 
Ottawa and other Canadian cities will be formally 
invited to be members of the club. The lawn, with 
a velvet green coating in front of the clubhouse and 
grandstand, will tx* unusually extensive. The steeple- 
chase course will he a reproduction of the splendid 
infield course at Woodbine. 

No purse of less than $506 will be offered by the 
Ottawa Jockey Club. A stake event, that will take 
first place from a sporting standpoint, will be in- 
augurated at the first meeting and run annually. 
Before the first of the year Mr. Kohrback will 
announce a complete list of stakes to be held in con- 
junction with the opening meeting. 

The management will look after the comfort of 
the horsemen in bountiful fashion. Stables of the 
modern type, big and airy, will be constructed. 
The stable accommodations, according to specifica- 
tions, call for at least 5HO individual stalls. 

“I am not in a position at this particular time 
to state definitely just what stakes we will give.” 
said Mr. Rohrhack. hut we will offer purses of suffi- 
cient size to attract the best stables in America.” 

“Regarding the system of lietting,” continued Mr. 
Rohrhack. “we will decide that question at one of 
our early official meetings. in any event, we will 
employ a system that will be in perfect harmony 
with the l**st interests of racing in Canada.” 

One of tin* features in connection with the new 
Ottawa track is the fart that it is within ninety 
miles of Montreal. Daily special racing trains will 
be run Ik* tween these two cities during the Ottawa 
meeting. 

BIDWELL SHORTAGE IS $1,203. 

Kentucky State Racing Commission Delves Into 
Missing Secretary’s Accounts. 

Lexington, Ky., September 5. — Tlu» Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, at a nun* ting today, with Chair- 
man E. F. Clay. Vice-chairman Milton Young and 
Maj. F. A. Daingcrfield present, fouud that the 
missing former secretary. W. E. Bidwell. is short 
$1,203. The following statement, signed by Secre- 
tary J. P. Johnston, was given to the press: 

“The Kentucky State Racing Commission, at its 
meeting today, took up W. E. BidwelFs accounts 
as secretary of the com mission and from the report 
of the auditing committee aud from the bank books, 
cash book, license stud liooks and other data in tlm 
office, found there was a shortage in Mr. BidwelFs 
accounts of $1,263. At the time Mr. Bidwell was 
elected secretary ho was directed by the commission 
to give bond in the sum of $5,660 for the faithful 
performance of his duties. Mr. Bidwell applied 
to a bonding eompnny for the bond and so advised 
the commission. Ho put the commission off several 
times by reporting that lie had been delayed in 
some way in securing the bond. There is corre- 
spondence in the office which shows Mr. Bidwell did 
make efforts to obtain the bond and this corre- 
spondence extends over several months. Mr. Bidwell 
finally reported that on Juno 15. 1911., that he was 
going east and would at that time procure a bond 
with personal security, which, however, was not 
done, as Mr. Bidwell has not been seen, or heard 
from since June 14, 1911.” 

Chairman Clay supplemented this statement br 
explaining that BidwelFs shortage consists in tbo 
main of moneys collected from trainers and lockeys 
for licenses. “We found,” said Chairman Clav. “hr 
checking up the applications for licenses against the 
| stulis in the license t>ooks that $2,306 had been re- 
| ceived by Mr. Bidwell from this source and that lie 
had failed to deposit in the hank $1,063 of it. The 
other $200 of the shortage was from the payments 
made as subscription fees to the Kentucky 
Endurance Stakes. This also Mr. Bidwell had failed 
to deposit. He was short no money that had been 
put into the hank, since he was not able to draw 
from the bank without having the check counter- 
signed by the chairman. At our last meeting we 
had not checked up the stub books and we had no 
id**a that the shortage was as large as it is. T 
presumed at that time that we owed him in salary 
a little over $256 ami that this amount would cover 
It, but we now find that there was no salary dtto 
him. he having duplicated his pay for three months. 
In looking into the correspondence relative to the 
bond that was not given. I find that the bonding 
company to which Mr. Bidwell had applied was not 
able to get satisfactory information of his life back 
of tin* five years he had ln*en in Kentucky.” 

Chairman Clay appointed Messrs. Yo#ng and Daln- 
| gerficld a committee to select the $1,000 gold cup 
for the Kentucky Endurance Stakes.

“ ‘Claranee H. Mackay has shipped liis whole stud, 
headed by the famous ruee horse Meddler, and he 
and Mr. Carroll of Baltimore will race exclusively 
abroad. 

“ ‘John E. Madden has very much reduced liis 
enormous breeding and racing establishment by sales 
to Louis Winans, and has shipped a large consign- 
ment of broodmares to Eugene Leigh, another Ameri- 
can in France. 

“ ‘Frank J. Gould, who said the other day when 
asked when he intended returning to France, that 
he hoped soon, as there was no racing in the United 4 
States, is another example of the loss to this country 
in patriotic interest. Theodore W. Meyers, former 
Comptroller of New York; Alex Smith Cochrane, 
Harry La Montagne. Perry Belmont. Sidney Paget, 
l>e Coureey Forbes and H. M. Ziegler are but a few' 
of the millionaire enthusiasts who have been forced 
to spek foreign shores for their racing. 

“ ‘From the steeplechase ranks Thomas Hitchcock 
and Joseph E. Widener have both transferred tbeir 
racing stables to France, and Mr. Widener lias but 
recently engaged the American trainer, Thomas 
Welsh, and lias acquired by purchase forty to fifty 
English and Freneh bred horses for racing in Europe. 

“ ‘August Belmont, chairman of the Jockey Club, 
lias sent large consignments from his racing stables 
abroad and has established a breeding farm in 
France. 

“ ‘While all this has been a gigantic loss to 
America. New York State has been the chief suf- 
ferer, for in addition to those who have been shipping 
their racing stables abroad all of the other prominent 
racing men in America, both those who race for 
amusement and those who are professionals, have 
been obliged to transfer all their racing operations 
to the west and to Canada. Such men as S. C. Hil- 
dreth, who owns the most formidable racing stable 
in America today: R. F. Carman, with a stable of 
thirty-eight horses: August Belmont, with what lie 
lias left of his stable in America, and R. T. Wilson, 
have all been forced to absolutely abandon the beau- 
tiful race courses of New' York State and move bag 
and baggage to Canada and the west. 

“ ‘The expenses of almost every racing stable men- 
tioned alsive would be over $100,000 a year, and in 
many instances much more. No money is more ab- 
solutely put in circulation than that paid for the 
maintenance of a racing and breeding stable. 

“ ‘The Jockey Club derives no good from lotting, 
hut the public seems to lose its interest when bet- 
ling ceases. The men who have been breeding horses 
in America for racing do not. care for the purses as 
much ns they do the satisfaction of breeding fine, 
fast horses.’ ”
